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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner reviewing your application at the PTO has changed. To aid in correlating any 
papers for this application, all fbrther correspondence regarding this application should be 
directed to examiner Sarae Bausch. 

Upon further review of the restriction requirement mailed 10/19/2006 a further restriction 
requirement with regard to the election of Group I, SEQ ID No. 1 is required as follows: 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 4 and 6(as it reads on mutation of a gene), drawn to method for detecting a 
mutation of a gene coding a chondroitin synthase gene. 

Group 2, claim(s) 4 and 6 (as it reads on amount of expression of a gene), drawn to method for 
detecting an amount of expression of chondroitin synthase gene. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature that links Group I and II is considered to be a chondroitin 

synthase sequence. Kitagawa et al. (J.Biol. Chem., 2001, vol. 276, pp.3872 1-38726) teach 

identification of a human chondroitin synthase sequence (see figure 1). Further, Kitagawa et al. 

teach northern blot analysis of the chondroitin synthase in human tissues (detecting mRNA of 

chondroitin synthase) (see figure 4). Thus, the common technical feature linking the recited 
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groups 1-2 does not constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does 
not define a contribution over the prior art. 

3. Claims 1-3 (as it reads on mutation of a gene) link(s) inventions group 1, claims 4 and 6. 
The restriction requirement among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the 
linking claim(s), claims 1-3 (as it reads on mutation of a gene). Upon the indication of 
allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall 
be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable linking claim will 
be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, 
whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312.

allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior 
to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312.
